John Bull has 'bean struggling with 
the problem, and his answer has just 
been made puhlie. After examining j 
a multitude of witnesses, the com-

regarded hy lioth manufacturers ana 
the public as a spirit made from no 
other material than malt and un- 
maliecf grain, aad is. as a matter of 
fact, so made at the present time;

"whisky" to a product manufactured 
from malt and grain would meet 
with no< opposition from any of the 
traders in whUky.
